Italy’s New Prime Minister 
Anti-Fascist, Anti-German

Tall and tough Field Marshal Pietro Badoglio, Italy's 


new prime minister, has long been noted for his anti-Fascist 
and anti-German attitude which made him suspect of Mus- 
* solini’s henchmen 


Long a close persona! friend of 
King Victor Emmanuel, the 72- 
year-old marshal has for the most 
Dart held aloof from politics and 
on Dec. 6, 1940, resigned as chief 
of staff of the Italian army 
Eleven days after his resignation, 
quickly accepted by Mussolini, 
German troops poured across the 
border into Italy proper 
Since that time he has been a 
man of mystery. Reports drifting 


}to the outside world, however, had 


him under arrest by the Mussolini
